No. 99. Consumer Price Index 


The Consumer Price Index is designed to measure quarterly variations in the level of retail prices for goods 
and services which represent a high proportion of the expenditure of wage earner households. Significant 
changes in the pattern of the expenditure since 1948 have been reflected in the Index by the introduction, 
from time to time, of additional items and altered weighting patterns.
